ENVIRONMENTAL: 1. The Council recorded its appreciation of help given by those who 
participated in parking survey. Some problem areas identified: local employees to 
be asked to park away from shop fronts and residents to be asked to park more 
carefully. 2. Three estimates for bus shelters range from £1,000-£3,000. Council 
to investigate further the possibility of being provided with free shelter in 
exchange for advertising rights. 3. County Council will only lay chippings on the 
Deddington to Clifton footpath, as pedestrian usage is too light for permanent ~ 
surface. PC disagrees and will continue to press for made-up footpath. 4. PC has 
complained about 50% reduction in County's grant for Circular Walk project and will 
stress this is separate issue from the Deddington-Clifton footpath; so far, the 
finances of the two schemes have been linked by County..

PLANNING & PROPERTY: 1. DC planning officers met with PC and are concerned about 
quality of developments in Earls Lane and Hudson Street. Agreed development had 
reached Rural Structure Plan limits. 2. All designated conservation areas in 
county being re-appraised, to consider extending them and giving them greater 
protection. PC to do own appraisal and highlight important aspects of CAs in 
Deddington.

WALKING AROUND DEDDINGTON with Ralph Elsley E 
CONCLUSION 


The walks I have described have taken us quite far and wide and have been very 
varied. The longest has been about six miles - the shortest under three, but they 
can of course in conjunction with one another be considerably extended. I reckon 
that you could well cover ten miles or more. There are three other walks which I 
occasionally take when it is particularly muddy underfoot and I am tired of 
cleaning my walking boots, but for these you may need a car. 
1) The gated road to Milton. Using the Oxford Road and going via the OCC Depot, 
there is reasonably clean walking all the way to the Black Boy at Milton (opening 
times 11.30 weekdays and 12.00 on Sundays!) The views up on the top between the 
two gates are superb. JI sometimes get Marianne to drop me off at the Black Boy if 
we have been in Banbury and it takes about 45 minutes to get home. I prefer to 
diverge on the way home via Cosy Lane rather than use the main road. 
2) The gated road at Nether Worton. ‘This is a lovely spot. Take the left hand 
turn when you get to Hempton. About a mile down the road you can turn off to the 
right and park. If you then walk on right through, at the end you come to the 
charming little church of Nether Worton; just this side of it is the prettiest of 
farm-houses. On the way back if you take the road up to the right half way along, 
you can go up to Over Worton, a very attractive and quiet village with a delightful 
view (and convenient seat) up at the church. 
3) Bodicote. There is a very good circular walk here through and round the 
village. It is very varied with all sorts of interesting sights - a reservoir, a 
mill and a windmill among them. It is about three miles and takes about an hour. 
There is a splendid leaflet "Bodicote Circular Walk and Salt Way Nature Trail" 
(which includes a map) available from the Leisure Department, Cherwell District 
Council at Bodicote House. I would recommend parking by the The Plough and 
returning here for one of Mrs. Blencowe's excellent weekday lunches, washed down 
with Mr. Blencowe's home-brewed ale. '

THE WAY WE WERE _Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood. 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for December 1844: i 
7th DECEMBER - We filled our new Ice House from W. Dean's and Mr. Field's 

ponds, with ice. 

13th DECEMBER - Susan and I in London to meet Betsy from School, I went to the 
Cattle Show in Baker St. (being the Smithfield Exhibition), Betsy and her Mama to 
Madame Tussauds. 

14th DECEMBER - Another very severe frost, I never remember the cold so severe for 
a whole week's duration. Returned home and met Willy in Oxford on his way home 
from Marlborough. We killed our second bacon pig. 

16th DECEMBER - Heard from Marlborough giving a satisfactory account of Willy's 
scholarship and conduct during the half year ~- I also heard from Mr. Faithful 
giving the same account of Holford as to his general conduct, but not so 
satisfactory a one as to his scholarship ~ particularly so as to his writing Latin. 
17th DECEMBER - Wrote to the stone quarry man at Hornton to complain of the 
inferior stone floor he had sent for our kitchen tho' the best material was ordered 
- and to say I should never employ him again. 

24th DECEMBER - Was busied chiefly with giving orders for the distribution of 
money, coals and meat to the poor of Deddington, Clifton & Hempton. The band of 
the place played certain tunes (being Xmas Eve) at several houses between 9 & 10 
o'clock, I gave them 5/-d. 

25th DECEMBER - Christmas Day. Another frost and a cold gloomy dull day. Extra 
duty - a wedding before morning service and two christenings in the afternoon ~- 57 
communicants in the morning, not good congregations either time, partly owing to 
the weather, partly the day. Susan and all the Children were at Church both times 
- we dined after evening service. 

26th DECEMBER - R. Sessions gave out 1 cwt. of coal to every family in the place as 
our Xmas donation to the poor. 


as eves e@.n°d 5O years ago 


Recently we've been asking for your views and contributions regarding the 50th 
amiversary of the end of World War Two. We'd like to feature your experiences of 
VE and VJ Days whether you were in the Armed Forces, at school or keeping the home 
fires burning (only one contribution received so far...); but we also seek your 
views on ways of commemorating those historic dates. Below are two letters 
expressing strong feelings on the subject. How about you? 


As you will see under the PC Report an inter-denominational service is planned for 
the appropriate time. 


FROM Ted Johnson: 

Firstly may I, as an ex regular soldier, make a request that when referring to 
anniversary festivities of these two events, the word describing any special 
function should be “Commemoration” and not "Celebration". The end of a period when 
so many precious lives were lost, whether they be friend or foe, is nothing to 
celebrate. 

For my own part, my memory of VE day is one of a complete anti-climax. I had 
recently been released from a German prison where I had spent the previous eighteen 
months in various stages of hunger and being cold. I was on leave in the then 
Irish Free State, being, in theory, rehabilitated back to normality (some say I 
haven't reached that stage yet!) Most citizens in the village where I lived had 
taken little part in the recent war, the country having remained neutral through- 
out, and I found no kindred spirits there at that time with whom to share my 
thoughts and past experiences. 

VJ Day came upon me while I was attending a Resettlement course for ex-POWs in 
Scotland. | The War Office had designed a course for those of us who could be 
brought back to normality from the "BAG happy" collection of "nutters” we were 
considered to be. Prior to this I had already persuaded some chap in Officers 
Postings that I could rejoin the Regiment which was about to be dispatched to 
Palestine. There was now no likelihood that I would be part of the invasion of 
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THE WAY WE WERE.....50 years ago (cont'd). 


Japan and VJ Day did not have the impact on me as on others who were waiting to be 
sent out to the far East to help knock out Japan. 

It seems that neither of these two forthcoming anniversaries looms large in my 
calendar, If this article provokes some others to prove me to be the exception 
and that some sort of commemoration is required, I will be well pleased and will 
gladly join in with whatever arrangements are made. 


FROM Hugh Spottiswoode: 

Your October issue invited thoughts on the 50th anniversary of VE Day. My own . 
first thought as a Burma Star‘veteran is that the 1939-45 War did not end until VJ 
Day when the war against ‘Japan ended ... two months or so later. 

In my view these anniversaries are NOT occasions for celebration or boasting that 
we (with massive support from the USA and from Russia) won the War, a war in which 
millions of people of the warring nations were killed or‘maimed for life. 

Moreover post-war and in economic terms Germany and Japan seem to have been more 
successful than Britain. 

Without any doubt, these VE Day and VJ Day 50th anniversaries should be remembered 
but the emphasis should be on REMEMBRANCE and THANKSGIVING with the churches giving 
a lead in all this. We should ‘remember those who lost their lives and we should 
give thanks for those of us who survived. 

In my view celebration parties would be out of keeping with the solemnity of these 
‘anniversaries. We have to avoid bally-hoo and jingoism. However, I suggest that 
flying Union Jacks should be encouraged as an act in itself of remembrance.

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THE CLOCKMAKERS OF DEDDINGTON ~ Part $3 by Norman Stone 


The story so far: Deddington's clockmaking tradition which began with John Fardon. I 
(1700-1743) was continued by Thomas Harris until about 1760, when John Fardon II took 
over. He died in 1786. Now read on. 

John Fardon III and Thomas Fardon I worked in Deddington and Woodstock during 
the period 1787-1853, some of that time as partners. When Richard Gilkes, of - 
Adderbury, died in 1787, Thomas I went there to repair the church clock (for 
£1.9s.0d.) and to caretake the business until Joseph Williams took over a year later. 
Thomas I repaired the church clock of St Kenelm, Enstone, for £19.2s.0d. in 1810-11, 
and in 1833 installed the Deddington Church clock that bears his name. Five years 
later he was dead. John I1J died in 1865 and was buried in Woodstock cemetery. Why 
not at Adderbury West Meeting House, the traditional burial ground for Quakers? 

The last of the Fardon line of clockmakers, Thomas Fardon II, had a house in 
Deddington from 1839 to 1844. At a Public Vestry Meeting in 1842 it was agreed that 
“two pounds shall be paid annually to Mr Fardon for wholly attending the Church Clock 
and to be paid in addition for cleaning and general repairs.” 

This contract was transferred to Joseph Gibbs when he moved to Deddington from 
Souldern in 1845, and joined forces briefly with Thomas II, as Fardon and Gibbs. But 
a Joshua Gibbs was soon running the business - this surely must have been Joseph - 
and continued in charge until his death in 1855. When Thomas Fardon II died, some 
time after 1866, the long and slightly mysterious story of the clockmakers of 

- Deddington was finally over. 

Today, there are at least-three Fardon longcase clocks in Deddington. One, by 
FARDON, DEDDINGTON, is in a pine case, probably made by the local coffin-maker; 
another, signed THOS. FARDON, DEDDINGTON, is in oak; a third, by Ino: FARDON, 
WOODSTOCK, is in mahogany. I would be interested to hear of other clocks or watches 
made by any of the clockmakers mentioned in my three brief articles. The spelling 
Dedington would suggest a date before about 1770.

‘DOWN ON THEFARM | a 


This year we finished planting the wheat crops on the 12 October and 
ploughed in the winter beans on the 22 October some three weeks ahead of last year. 


The oil seed rape has now been sprayed for volunteer crops and weeds with an 
insecticide added to control cabbage stem flea beetle which lays its eggs in the 
plant stem. The cereal crops are now strong enough to be sprayed for weeds and 
aphids. With the mild open weather the aphids have not gone into hibernation in 
the hedgerows yet and can infect the crops with the yellow dwarf virus which will 
stunt the growing plants and can kill them. 


By spraying the crops at this,time of year, it is possible to use less chemicals’ 
and allows the crops to grow away in the spring without strong weed competition. 
With the machinery now put away for the winter we can now start to do some 
maintenance on the buildings. ; 


The last of the year's lamb crop has now been sold for fattening on root crops down 
south, and we have started to feed the February lambing flock with oats and silage. 
The valley has started to flood and it will not be long before the sheep come in. 
With the onset of dark evenings more time can be spent in the farm office bringing 
crop and livestock records up to date and preparing the dreaded cash flow for the 
Bank manager's annual visit (oh dear, as usual only one way ~ all OUT!!!) 


The bees are now in semi~hibernation but will still wake up to feed, and on a warm 
_day will fly to collect water and clean the hive. I shall feed them again about 
Christmas with 'sugar candy' if it is not too cold to open the hives. The bees 

cluster round the queen in winter. With a temperature of at least 43F on the 
outside of the cluster and 57-68 inside, if is hive is opened in cold weather the 
bees will be 'chilled' and die. GEORGE FENEMORE

We are writing to comment on the report in Deddington News on the meeting of the 
Parish Council held on October 12th. 

We wish to make it clear that the Badminton Club has not made any request for a 
grant and that our members are dismayed at not receiving a reply to letters sent on 
June 3rd, July 25th and a further copy in September. We have not had any written 
response to these letters to date, and the item in the Deddington News is the first 
written comment we have 'received' on the subject, except for the sending of a 
grant form on November 17th.
